BEGIN TEXT: THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL RECALLING THE 
RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, PARTICULARLY RESOLUTIONS 
3253 (XXIX) OF 4 DECEMBER 1974 3512 (XXX) OF 15 DECEMBER 
1975, 31/180 OF 21 DECEMBER 1976 AND 32/159 OF 19 DECEMBER 
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1977 AND COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 1918 (LVIII) OF

DROUGHT AND TO IMPLEMENT THE PRIORITY MEDIUM-TERM AND LONG-
